TO RESTORE THE OLD FORT 


Built by Sir Walter Raleigh’s Colo- 
nists. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 12.—Work is 
to begin immediately on Roanoke island for 
the restoration and preservation of Fert 
Raleigh, which was built there by Sir 
Walter Raleigh’s colonists. It 
the most historic spots in the United States. 
The fort and the surroundings have been 
carefully surveyed. It is shown to have 
been laid off by skilled engineers. It is 135 
feet from one bastion to another. A part 
of it yet remains. In the restoration per- 
manent material will be used and the fort 
will present as nearly as possible the ap- 
pearance it presented over three centuries 
ago. Conquina, or shell rock, is to be the 
material used and this will bs taken from 
near Newberne. The fort is within a quar- 
ter of a mile of Roanoke Sound and with- 
in two miles of Albemarle sound. The 
work of restoration will be done by an 
association whose members are mainly in 
North Carolina and Maryland, and of which 
Graham Davis, of Newberne, is president. 
Roanoke island is in Dare county, which 
the legislature some years ago created and 
named after Virginia Dare, the first white 
child born on American soil.

The Influence of the Press. 

Hon. H. H. Cabaniss was next introduc- 
ed and his speech was an eloquent re- 
sponse to the sentiment: ‘The Press, Its 
Influence in Encouraging National Pros- 
perity.” 


Mr. Cabaniss’s Speech. 

Mr. Cabaniss spoke as follows: _ 

“Mr. Chairman and Citizens of the Great 
City of Chicago—I have looked forward tv 
this day with mvch interest, as it cele- 
brates a still closer union between the 
greatest city of the west and the phenoin- 
“nal city of the south. A few weeks ago, 
with a warm grasp of your friendly hands 
and hearts .overflowing with kind srenti- 
ments, you gave some of us a cordial w=l- 
come to your city. Today, in gratitude 
for that generous greeting of yours, we 
welcome you to our city, to our homes, 
and to our hearts. Never was southern 
breeze more redolent with the perfume 
of southern flowers than are our hearts 
with the cordiality of the welcome we ex- 
tend to you. 

“L am asked to speak briefly concerning 
‘The Press and Its Influence in Encourag- 
ing National Prosperity.’ 


Influence of the Press. 


“Tf I am accused of insisting that such 
influence is immense, I can plead in justi- 
fication that I am but following the ex- 
ample of the great apostle ‘who gloried in 
magnifying his office.’ Time was when 
the newspaper was regarded simply as a 
purveyor of news, and oftentimes of 
sensation, gossip and scandal. In fact, in 
the early history of newspapers in Eng- 
land, there was a paper called ‘Leaves 
from a Scandalous Club.’ There may be 


some newspapers in our time which de- 


serve a similar title. It is not true that 


| newspapers have entirely abandoned this 


practice, nor lost such characteristics, but 
it is undoubtedly true that the mission 
of the press has been enlarged. 

“Of the press it can be said that it has 
no nolfer possibility than to develop pub- 
lic opinion, to direct it along right lines, 
and to foster great public interests. 


Era of Better Newspapers. 


“The Tattler and Spectator have been 
supplanted by great newspapers, which, 
leaving behind trifies and fruitless dispu- 
tations, have gone. forward into broader 
fields, and are endeavoring to encourage 
the material prosperity of the country. 
Who can measure the power of a paper 
which gathers every day from all pa7vts 
of the world news of whateve” concerns 
the moral, material or politicat welfare of 


the people, whatever in any marked de- 


gree touches the sentiment, awakens the 
thought and enlists the interest of intelli- 
gent and civilized human beings; which 
multiplies copies of this recorf and the 
comments of bright practical minds there- 
on by means of that mechanical wonder, 
the latest printing press, at a speed in- 
credible t> the uninitiated, and sends them 
forth by the hundred thousand amvung the 
masses! 


Common Objects of Newspapers. 


“Some great objects all n. yspapers have 
in common, Whatever may be their politi- 
cal differences, there is among them great 
unanimity in lending all possible aid to the 
industrial, commercial, social and moral 
progress of the people, and to the building 
up of peaceful homes in a prosperous coun- 
try. Dull, indeed is the man who, seeking 
to guide thought through the medium of 
a@ great newspaper, gives space, time and 
talent to encourage the croaker and sym- 
pathize with the calamity howler. How 
much nobler the mission of him to whom 
the skies are always blue, the odor of the 
flowers always sweet, who hears music in 
all voices, and sees the sun behind every 
cloud! The influence of the one is depress- 
ing; the other uplifts humanity, raises the 
ideal of manhood and womanhood and 
leaves a lasting impress for good upon 
mankind. Governor Bob Taylor tells of 
a speaker who said ‘He knew no north, no 
south, nod east, no west.’ A man in the 
audience shouted, ‘You are a long ways 
behind in geography.” But at the risk of 
being ignorant in this branch of study, I 


. boldly declare today that the editor who is 


inspired in his work by worthy motives 
rejoices in the prospérity of all sections « 
our common country, and will have only 
such rivalry as will stimuJate east to 
surpass west, and the south to excel in all 
true progress the best that the north cun 
do. Local patriotism is noble and is 
strongest among those people who are in 
the lead of the world’s march, but over and 
above this sentiment, should ever be found 
a broader love of country, with a holy am- 
bition to serve it, and if need be, to suffer 
or die for it. 


Great Work of the Press. 
“To the great work of aeveloping the 
marvelous resources of this marvelous 
into a more perfect unity 
le of all sections, the

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discussed another very important phase of 
the same question. His subject was: ““The 
Press a Mighty Instructor of the People.” 

“This subject,” said he, “is too vast to be 
handled in so short a time even if I was 
a newspaper man, which I am not. In 
taking the place of the distinguished gen- 
tleman who was expected to address you on 
this subject I shall occupy your time for 
only a few minutes. He would have spoken 
to you about the power of the press and its 
consideration for the poo: man, giving him 
an equal chance with the rich.’’ 

Discussing the sacred importance of hon- 
est newspaper work, Mr. Adams said: 
‘Every newspaper man should take an 
oath to discharge the duties of his office 
for the public good. The abolition 
of sectional feeling is today the great 
aim of the newspapers of this nation. Its 
mission is to bring the sections into closer 
kinship and to make the characteristics of 
each but different notes in the glorious 
anthem of the repu 4lic.”’ 


Chicago’s Buard of Trade. 

Hon. William T. Baker, the president of 
Chicago’s board of trade, was next intro- 
dused. 

“When we left Chicago,” said Mr. Baker, 
“it was understood that all the speaking 
would fall to the lot of the ‘old man elo- 
quent.” Mr. Bryan, after reaching Atlanta, 
has refused to speak for the board of trade 
and for this reason I am called upon to 
respond in its behalf.

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Northern Farmers Coming South. 

The Sioux City Journal is not dis- 
posed to belittle the movement of north- 
ern farmers into the southern states,’ 
and in this its attitude is radically dif- 
ferent from that of many of its north- 
érn contemporaries who regard the mat- 
ter as of small moment. The Journal 
admits that there is nothing insignifi- 
cant about the movement, but it com- 
forts itself with the thought that be- 
fore long a retrograde movement will 
set in, and that many farmers who have 
come south will return to their old 
homes richer in experience and poorer 
in purse. The Journal thus gives ‘ts 
views: 


The truth about the matter is that there 
is not much cheap land tn the south for the 
northern farmer. There are millions of 
acres of poor land there that he can buy, 
but poor land is never cheap; it is dear at 
any price. When you pass below the south 
line of Tennessee into the region of the 
gulf states you pass into a region which is 
utterly strange to the northern farmer. It 
is a cotton country, not a grain ora grass 
country. The great mass of it is worthless 
for ordinary farming, much of it absolutely 
worthliess for any kind of farming. It will 
produce only meager returns even when 
fertilized, and such crops-as can be raised 
at all are crops which the northern farmer 
knows nothing about and the cultivation of 
which it requires many years to learn. 
Such land would be dear as a gracious gift 
if the acceptance. required the northern 
farmer to leave his old home. 


ils IS very diSlressing, to say the 
least. If true, it would be heartrend- 
ing. Fortunately, however, the able 
and accomplished editor of The Sioux 
City Journal does not know what he 
is talking about. On his own ground 
and in his own field we have no doubt 
he possesses a vast fund of informa- 
tion, but when it comes to discussing 
southern affairs he is, like many other 
distinguished northern editors, entirely 
at sea. 

Southern lands are cheap, it is true, 
but it is not because they are poor. 

They are cheap because for many 
years the supply of available land has 
been largely in excess of+* the demand. 
Some of the richest lands in the south 
are unoccupied. There are millions of 
acres in Georgia, Florida, Alabama and 
Texas that come under the head of 
“wild lands” simply because the popu- 
lation is sparse when compared with 
the available acreaage ‘of land. The 
richest lands in the west would be as 
cheap as the poorest lands in the south 
if there were no demand for them. 

As to the fertility of southern lands, 
we may say that they are the richest 
in the world. The red clay lands of 
Georgia, no matter how barren they 
may be, can be reclaimed by one year’s 
cultivation so as to compete with the 
lands in any part of the country except 
the alluvial bottoms of the Mississippi. 
That fact has been Jemonstrated time 
and again, and by farmers who have 
come here from the north. 

With respect to grasses, it may be 


hay in the world is raised right here 
in Georgia. Before the war the farm- 
ers of ‘he south regarded Bermuda 
£Tass as a pest to be got rid of at all 
hazards, but the necessity of economy 
has taught them the value of this grass’ 
as a hay crop and for pasturage pur- 
poses. When properly treated it makes 
the finest hay in the world, and it is the 
only grass known that is nutritious 
after the frost has killed it ia the 
pasture. Cattle thrive on the dead 
grass in the middle of winter and fair- 
ly riot in it during the summer. 

We have another grass that does not 
need to be planted or cultivated. It is 
called crab grass. A farmer has only 
to plow a piece of land the last of 
June in order to secure two crops of 
crab grass hay which is highly relished 
by horses and milch cows, and which 
yields profitable returns. The ¢rab 
grass is indigenous to the soll and 
comes up of its own accord in the corn 
and cotton fields and wherever {it has 
an opportunity. We have heard old

get better year after year, enriching the 
land ali the time. Crimson clover yields 
tmmenuse crops on the red clay lands 
without the atd of fertilizers. 

Moreover, all sorts of fruits, beth 
large and smal, flourish here, and vari- 
ous marketable crops cain be grown that 
the west and north cannot produce. 
We ha@ supposed that every northern 
efitor was acquainted with these facts 
by this time, but it seems not. Nev- 
ertheless the ignorance of the editors 
is not shared by the farmers of that 
vesion, for/*as Fhe Sioux City Journal 
admits; this tiriftty e¢less is moving 
south in larger #nd larger hunibers 
every Seasoti: 

‘This tmeverent was practically de- 
eided on during the war wheit-the 
Hovthern seldiers, slowly making thelr 
way through the south, were pleased 
with the ¢iimate and saw the pessibilk 
ties of the sell, Many of them settled 
here ftmmediately after the war & 
steseeded $0 tell that some of their 
hetthern neighbers were indueed to join 
thet: These were the pioneers of the 
thovement whieh is new taking such 
shape as te attract the attention of the 
herthern editors: The politicians have 
tried to step northern immigration to 
the south by preaching the doctrine of 
the tiloedy shirt. These things had 
thelr effeet, but the movement twas nev- 
er wholly stepped: Now that the 
bloody shirt has been finally laid on the 
shelf the nerthern farmers are eoming 
in large thumbers every year, 

And why not? They find a hearty 
welegme wherever they settle, They 
find people precisely like themselves. 
They find hospitality on every side. ‘They 
find that they are net confined to the 
cultivation of corn and wheat, which 
even at the north is a precarious under: 
tuking; but they can raise cotton and & 
hundred other erops that find a ready 
market, The idea that nothing but cot- 
ton can be raised tn the south is pre- 
posterous. ‘This is the most highly 
blessed agricultural land under the sun. 
The finest horses are raised in middle 
Georgian, the finest cows find the finest 
hogs. The field is- wide open for 
profitable dairying. ‘The south is the 
home of the strawberry, the raspberry, 
the blackberry, the plum, the peach 
and the watermelon. 

In short, we can raise here every 
crop that can be produced in the west 
and hundreds of other crops beside. 
The majority of the northern farmers 
understand this perfectly. 

Very Handy Collateral.

There is no sense in 
having so much idle ~ wealth in the 
shape of crown jewels. If they cannot 
be sold their owners should borrow 
money on them rather than 
the taxes of their subjects. Even if 
they fail to redeem their royal gew- 
gaws there will be no great harm done. 
The world has outgrown the idea that 
a ruler must wear a crown, sit in state 
on a throne and play with a scepter.

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Journalistic Fame. 

The Kansas City Star does not share 
the common opinion that newspaper 
work is for one day only, a fleeting 
chronicle of the times. It argues that 
Eugene Field would have been famous 
if he had never written anything out- 
side of the newspapers, and matftains 
that his column of “Sharps and Flats” 
made him more widely and favorably 
known than any of his books, and was 
read by a hundred people where one 
read his volumes. The Star puts it this 
way: 

Tt is the custom to say that newspaper 
work is ephemeral: that it serves the pur- 
pose of the day for which it is provided, 
and that afger that it is forgotten; that it 
makes no lasting impression and that when 
it has satisfied the craving for an hour’s 
instruction or entertainment it passes out 
of mind. .History does not uphold this light 
estimate of journalism. It refutes it with 
such shining names as Horace Greeley, 
Samuel Bowles, George D. Prentice, James 
Gordon Bennett, Sr., Thurlow Weed, Henry 
Grady and many others who are fit to be 
mentioned in this notable company. Where 
is the American poet, the novelist, the his- 
torian whose fame is more secure than that 
of Horace Greeley? What son of Kentucky, 
living or dead, is so well known to the 
world as Henry Watterson? Where is the 
Georgian with a more illustrious name than 
Henry Grady? What figure in New York 
today is so interesting or so unique as 
Thousands of 
people read the “Potiphar Papers’ and 
“Prue and I’ and “Triumphs,” but the 
world at large will remember their author, 
George William Curtis, as the editor of 
Harper’s Weekly and as the spirit which 
presided over the “Editor’s Easy Chair.” 

The statesmen and the illustrious mili- 


tary chieftains who were prominent during’ 


the war of the rebellion and who were 
associated with the events which led up 
to that memorable struggle were not more 
puissant in shaping the affairs of the re- 
public through its stormiest epoch than 
were the editors of the great journals who 
stood for the union and exhorted the péople 
daily to stand by the flag. And history ac- 
cords to them the meed which they earned 
by their influential labors and their great 
loyalty. a 

ihe Star goes om to say that the jour- 
nalist is an essential factor in the af- 
fairs of the community and when his 
field is wide and his ability and moral 
fiber is equal to his opportunities he be-

All this Is very pleasant reading, but 
not one of the great journalists men- 
tioned by the Kansas City paper has 
been dead for a quarter of a century,

predicting that he will be famous two 
or three hundred years hence. 

We do not believe that amy great 
newspaper man will be remembered as 
& newspaper man three centuries after 
his death, His wit, wisdom, eloquence, 
or some particular* achievement may 
senf\his name down to future ages, but 
his work will temain beried tn dusty 
and forgotten files, and posterity will 
never tetd it"and never have an op- 
portunity to pass judgment upon it. 
Journdlisti¢ fame will become st!!! more 
ephemeral as newspapers multiply and 
become cheaper: The~lower newspa- 
pers fall in price the less they will be 
appreciated. They will be glanced at 
and thrown aside: In this rushing age 
even beoks and tnagazines are out of 
date soon after their pubieation. 
Nothing lasts in this age. ‘Tall build 
ings and long bridges are for present 
use, and nobody thinks of the collapse 
which will eome a few deeades later, 
Journalists. cannot hope to perpetuate 
their fame when the people are always 
clamoring for something new. Ner is 
the great journalist ef one age great 
in the estimation ef the succeeding age. 
Methods thangse, newspapers ¢hange 
and men change, A eentury from now 
men may regard the newspapers of to- 
day very much as we look upon a news- 
paner of 100 years ago. 

Now, a writer of books is measured 
by & @ifferent standard. No matter 
what improvements are made in the 
art of printing a writer's work In a 
book will be jndged upon its merits.

SENT TO THE CAMP. 


THREE DESPERATE ORIMINALS 
REMOVED FROM JAIL. 


Charlie Chisholm, Will Ficken and 
Jim Jones Sent Up for Ten 
Years Each. 


Charley Chisholm, Will Ficken and Jim 
Jones, three of the desperate prisoners 
who have given the jailers so much trou- 
ble in recent months, were taken to the 
penitentiary yesterday to serve their sen- 
tences of ten years each. All were con- 
victed of burglary sometime ago. 

The trio of criminals were sent to the 
Chattahoochee brick camps. The jail offi- 
cials were very glad to get rid of the men, 
they having been a source of trouble since 
being confined in the prison. The men were 
participants in several unsuccessful 
schemes to break jail and escape and the 
jailers found it necessary to chain them 
in their cell part of the time. 

Will Wilkins, alias Brown, a negro who 
escaped from the Fulton county jail sev- 
eral months ago, was captured yesterday 
and returned to that prison. He escaped 
through a back door, slipping by Jailer 
Pollock. The negro will now be held until 
tried on a charge of larceny. 

Adolphus Badger, colored, who killed a 
young negro in a Fourth of July brawl 
this year, and was arrested in Cincinnati 
last week, was brought from that city yes- 
terday morning. He was brought here by 
Officer Wallace, of the police force, and 
lodged in the station house. 

During the day Badger was delivered to 
Sheriff Barnes and transferred to the Ful- 
ton county jail, where he will remain un- 
til tried on a charge of murder. He has 
been indicted on the charge of murder. 

Badger and a young regro named Will 
Bruce cut a negro to death on Houston 
street on the Fourth of July last. The ne- 
groes were in a gang of men and boys cele- 
brating the day and a general light pre- 
ceded the murder. Early Beatty, the vic- 
tim of the knife, got into a dispute with 
Badger and a short scrimmage followed. 
The boys got out of the house and Beatty 
walked off a short distance. 

Badger and Bruce saw Beatty on the 
opposite side of the street and they cross- 
ed and attacked him. It seems that one 
of the negroes had stepped on the other’s 
foot and bad feeling existed. When 
the negroes approached Beatty, Bruce 
grabbed him and handed Badger a knife 
to cut him with. Badger stabbed the ne- 
gro in several places and he fell to the 
ground mortally wounded. 

The two young murderes made good their 
escape and no trace of them was found 
until Badger was urrested by the Cin- 
cinnati police last Thursday night. Bruce 
has evaded arrest. The dead negro was a 
son “of Henry Beatty, the janitor at police 
headquarters. é

Governor Atkinson Sends in a Message 
on the Chaingangs. 


HAS HAD THEM INVESTIGATED 


Captain Robert F. Wright, of Elbert, 
Visited Many Camps and Makes 
a Full Report. 


To the general assembly yesterday Gov- 
ernor Atkinson sent a red hot message on 
the subject of the treatment of state con- 


victs, 

In his message he inclosed a report of 
Captain R. F. Wright, who had made an 
investigation of the convict camps of the 
State and found that a large number of 
outrages had been perpetrated upon the 
convicts. The message, which is given be- 
low, together with Captain Wright’s re- 
port, shows a fearful state of affairs at 
some of the convict camps and it is proba- 
ble that the legislature will take decided 
action immediately. 

The message was read before the legisla- 
ture yesterday und may be taken up to- 


day. 

it reads: 

“Executive Office, Atlanta, Ga., Novem- 
ber 12, 1885.—Gentlemen of the General As- 
sembly: in my communication to you in 
1sy4 1 recommended that provision be made 
for state supervision of misdemeanor con- 
victs. After the adjournment of the gen- 
eral assembly reports reached me touching 
the management of these convicts, which 
indicate such a state of affairs that I felt 
it my duty as tue chief executive of the 
State, charged with the obligation to see 
to the proper enforcement of thelaw, to 
investigate and place before yeu facts 
showing the true state of affairs, that the 
Subject might be intelligently considered 
and wisely acted upon by you. 

“To perform this important work, I en- 
Baged the Hon. R. F. Wright, who had 
faithfully and efficiently performed the du- 
ties of assistant keeper of the penitentiary 
duriag the term of my immediate prede- 
cessor, to visit each camp in the state 
where misdemernor convicts were worked 
and make a thorough investigation and 
report to me. 

“This task he has partially completed, 
and I herewith send you his report upon 
the camps visited. It reveals such inhu- 
man and barbarous conduct upon the part 
of some of those engaged in working this 
class of convicts that comment by me is 
unnecessary to induce you to act promptly 
to save our state from longer submitting 
to this burning shame. 

“There is but one remedy for the deplor- 
able conditions now existing, and that is 
thorough state supervision by which uni- 
form treatment can be required under one 
set of rules enforced by our penitentiary 
department. I] ask that you give this val- 
uable report, which I now submit to you, 
careful consideration, and to the subject 
upon which it bears that attention which 
its importance demands. The special re- 
port made to me upon each camp visited 
gives in detail the result of Mr. Wright’s 
investigation and is subject to inspection 
by Such committee as may have in charge 
legislation upon this subject. 

“W. Y. ATKINSON, 
? ‘‘Governor.” 
Captain Wright’s Report. 

“To His Excellency, W. Y. Atkinson, Gov- 
ernor—Sir: Having been requested by you 
to report on the work in which I have been 
engaged i@r the past month or two, viz: 
inspecting the condition of the misdemean- 
or chaingangs of the state and the convicts 
therein confined, I beg to submit the fol- 
lowing, although the inspection has not yet 
been completed, as there still remain per- 
haps fifteen chaingangs which I have not 
visited, including those located in the most 
populous counties in the state. 

“Since my employment I have visited thir- 
ty-three chaingangs, located in the.follow- 
ing counties: Oglethorpe, Coffee, Dooly, 
Wilcox, Lowndes, Echols, Laurens, Bald- 
win, Putnam, Wilkes, Newton, Jasper, 
Morgan, Berrien, Lee, Irwin, Pulaski, 
Washington, Ware, Thomas, Emanuel, Jef- 
ferson and Greene, and to the best of my 
ability investigated each thoroughly and 
conscientiously, with the single idea of as- 
certaining and reporting the true condi- 
tion of each and of the systems under which 
they are operated. 

“Of the thirty-three camps visited twenty- 
six are worked by private individuals and 
are of that class which the supreme court 
has recently held to be illegal, and of the 
remaining seven, five are regularly gan- 
ized county chaingangs and two are worked 
jointly by county and municipal authorities. 

‘The total number of convicts imprisoned 
in these gangs is 795, of which there are 
27 white males, no white females, 749 colored 
males and 19 colored females. 

“The average length of sentence I found 
to be nine months. Average number of 
hours worked per day, ten, with an average 
rest of one hour. 

“These convicts are employed in farming, 
saw-milling, brickmaking, turpentine farms 
and a few on public roads. 

“In the private gangs where the convicts 
are leased or hired to private individuals 
the hire per month ranges from three to six 
dollars per capita, the average being about 
five dollars per month, 

“Generally the whites and blacks are not 
chained together, nor are the males and 
females, but they are worked together in- 
discriminately, and in many of the gangs 
practically no provision is made for a sepa- 
ration of races or sexes during the day or 
at night in sleeping quarters. 

“There are among this number many con- 
victs still under their majority and I found 
eleven under the age of fourteen. 

‘Very little attention is given to the com- 
fort or sanitary condition of the sleeping 
quarters; some sleep in rude houses- with 
no floors, some in tents on the bare ground, 
and a few in bunks. The bedding is gener- 
ally scant and filthy, frequently full of ver- 
min. In a number of the camps no fire is 
allowed even in the coldest weather. The 
ventilation generally is very poor and in- 
sufficient: in mary instances in summer the 
sleeping quarters are veritable sweatboxes, 
being corstructed only with a view to pre- 
venting escapes, comfort and sanitary con- 
ditions being entirely ignored. 

“With few exceptions I found no hos- 
pital twildings for the sick and no prepara- 
tion for their care, comfort or medical 

eatment. 
aie fact, it seems to be expected that 
misdemeanor convicts never get sick, or 
require no treatment if they do; one su- 
perintendent having boasted that in his 
gang, which averages twenty-five convicts, 
‘the had not had a physician in five years, 
and yet in one gang of eighteen 
‘men I found there had been 
eight deaths in the past twelve 

months. In the vicinity of a few camps I 
found physicians residing who are called 
in when needed, but most of the gangs are 
practically without physicians, one being 

r only in extreme cases. 

a ge few of the camps the convicts 
are fairly fed, but generally the food, 
which consists of corn bread and fried 
meat, with no change from day to day, is 
scant and meager, and reallv insufficient 
to sustain health and strength. 

“The clothing is generally scant and fil- 
thy, some convicts going weeks without a 
change: hence vermin of all kinds are not 
infrequent. 

“At some camps only cotton clothes are 
used winter and summer, and at a number 
of camps the convicts bad no clothes ex- 
cept what they were then wearing. 

“TY found female prisoners werking side 
by side with their male _ confederates, 
dressed in full male attire, the authorities 
claiming that ‘this mode of dress was less 
in the way, and besides it seemed to be 
the tendency of the “new woman. 

‘With one or two exceptions, no record 
is kept showing name of convict, crime of 
which convicted, term, date received, date 
discharged, or record of daily conduct upon 
which the good time allowed by law should 

ed. 
bey ogee cases the convicts had to be 
looked up and counted before I could as- 
certain how many were in the gang. It 
was impossible to learn,.on this account, 
how many convicts have been held hevond 
the term imposed bv the courts; but, from 
my observation. taken in fonnection with 
other facts which will hereafter be men- 
tioned, T am satisfied such cases occur not 
vently. 

TAT evi 4 camps the authorities have 
required convicts to make up all time lost 
by sickness, and in some cases where 
an efcape was recantured, his term was 
dauhled without indictment. trial. or au- 
thoritv of law. as I was reliably informed. 
The act of 18%4 allows a convict commuta- 
tion of four days off of each month for 
good behavior. or forty-eight davs off of a 
twelve months’ sentence. I fownd that this 
law has never heen observed, except in 
three out of thirty-three gangs visited, 
notwithstanding this law has been on the 
statnte books for the past ten years. 

“At many camps I found no_ regular 
ing boss. but all guards and bosses 
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which only illustrates 

camp I found aye Bano

four weeks haa elapsed the 
still plainly visible on my visit, 

“Judging from the condition of these 
convicts at the time of my visit, the pun- 
ishment must have been eruel, brutal, sav- 
age, and barbarous. cases 
came under my observation. 

“The deaths for the past twelve months 
so far ag could be ascertained, amounted 
to twenty-seven, a rate more than double 
the mortality in the state penitentiary. 
These deaths were reported to me by the 
superintendent or lessee, from memory 
only, there being no record kept from 
which this data or any other could be as- 
certained. 

“Escapes are very frequent, there having 
been ninety-eight reported to me at the 
camps visited during the past twelve 
months, or more than 12 per cent of the 
whole number confin therein. 

“With this report I send in to your ex- 
cellency the details of my investigation of 
each camp, upon which this general re- 
port is based, and which will give some 
idea of the scope of the investigation made 
and I trust will to some extent iilustrate 
the magnitude of the undertaking‘*and the 
care with which I endeavored to ascertain 
the facts. 

“T cannot close this report without com- 
mending your ova oe for endeavoring 
to procure some legisiation which wiil 
bring this system into order and regulari- 
ty, properly punish the unfortunate crim- 
inals, but at the time afford them pro- 
tection and humane treatment. It is a 
disgrace to civilization that, when most of 
the misdemeanor convicts e from the 
courts to the chaingangs, they are sold 
bodily for the term of their sentence, often 
to private parties, who are responsible to 
none for their treatment, 

-“Many of the lessees I found to be good 
business men, intelligent ahd humane, who 
are anxious to be informed of their duty 
under the new laws now of force touching 
the misdemeanor chaingangs and who ex- 
pressed themselves a8 thoroughly in ac- 
cord with your excellency in endeavoring 
te improve the system by proper legisla- 
on. 

“Realizing and appreciating the evils, 
they yet feel powerless to correct many of 
them under the existing statutes, and 
would hail with delight any legislation 
which would correct tne evils, and bring 
the various gangs under one general uni- 
form management. 

“T am glad to report also that the people 
of Georgia are awakening to the true con- 
dition of the chaingangs, and are demand- 4 
ing legislation which will correct the 
many evils. 

‘When I shall have finished the inspec- 
tion I shall make to your excellency a 
complete and more comprehensive report, 
going more in detail, and giving it that 
thdrough préparation which I could not 
give to this, owing to the hurried manner 
in which it was prepared.

‘But.’ says he, ‘I 
ought to have a hundred; I must have made 
a mistake,’ and he counts them over again.

A NEW ENITTING MACHINE 


That Could Be Profitably Introduced 
in Many Localities in the South. 


Through the courtesy of Messrs. Scott & 
Williams, knitting machine builders of 
Philadelphia, The Constituiion is enabled 
to show to its readers a cut of a new au- 
timatic machine for the knitting of stock- 
ings. To some the picture may look like 
@ representation of the ordinary hand ma- 
chine which for so many years has cicne 
duty in manufacturing hose on the prin- 
ciple of seamless circular knitting, but it 
represents an invention that includes 
many novel and practical advantages. The 
constantly increasing demand for cheap 
seamless stockings has been an incentive 
to inventive minds to produce a knitter 
that would do the work automatically and 
at a much lower cost for labor than 1s 
at all possible on the hand machine. <A 
number of full automatic machines have 
been introduced in this line of manufac- 
turing, the cost of which, coupled with 
the fact thea but few of them are what 
may be termed practical, universal kn:t- 
ters, has limited their use to the more 
wealthy communities where the first cost 
of a plant is a matter of but little mec- 
ment. The firm whose knitter is shown 
herewith is among the most successful 
builders of a full automatic machine, and 
thousands of them are in daily operation 
in England and on the continent of Lu- 
rope as well as in the large centers of 
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hosiery manufacturing in this country, 
notably at Lowell and Ipswich, Mass., and 
among the better class of operators in 
Philadelphia, the Mohawk valley and else- 
where. . 

It is probably next to impossivie to con- 
vey in words, to other than practical [:O- 
ple, an idea of the operation Of a ina- 
chine, and it is not here intend2d ‘to enter 
into a patent office description cuat word 
be as technical as it would oe ti. tell 
gible and uninteresting to oOtiuer than (X= 
perts.

Riss dollars. A girl can operate four 
machines on transfer work, and with the 
aid of a “topper,” can turn off four «hun- 
dred and eighty steckings per day if she 
work ten hours. These figures are based 
upon the work accumplished by a machine 
four inches in diameter and having one 
hundred and sixty needles. While there 
is no exact data from which to judge, it 
is estimated that a single horse-power will 
drive fifteen or sixteen of these machines. 
This power could be supplied by water, 
steam or electricity. The only other ma- 
chinery required to fit out a plant for the 
manufacture of half hose would be the 
necessary “loopers’” for closing the toes 
of the stockings, and the “ribbers for 
making the tops of the half hose, and 
one of these machines is capable of mak- 
ing the tops for five or six knitters. 

An investment of‘ about five thousand 
dollars would buy an entire plant of ten 
machines for half-hose work, including 
the benches, shafting, motor, winder, dye 
tubs and press for finishing the goods, and 
leave ample capital for th purchase of 
yarns. There could certainly be no cheap- 
er business nor one that indicates a great- 
er promise of profit than the manufacture 
of seamless stockings. = 

In making half hose the “ribbed top, 
which is made on another machine called 
a “ribber,’’ is transferred, by a method 
well known to wperatives, to the needles 
of a cylinder, the cylinder is then set in 
a knitting machine, the yarn carried into 
the knitting needles, and the machine 
started. The ring runs at a speed of from 
two hundred anu seventy tc three hundred 
revolutions a minute. A small weight is 
hooked to the top of the stocking which, 
as the knitting progresses, finally comes 
in contact with a shelf attuched to a 
mechanism adjusted to stop the machine 
when the proper length of fabric has 
been knitted prior to the formation of the 
heel. At this point the machine stops an- 
tomatically, when the operator pieces in 
by hand a re-enforcing or splicing thread. 
With two simple motions she throws into 
action one-half of the needles for the pur- 
pose of knitting the heel, starts the rack- 
ing device, which only operates during 
the knitting of the heel or toe, and sets 
the cylinder to draw a shorter or -.ighter 
stitch during this portion of the operation. 
The machine is then star.ed, and the pro- 
cess of knitting the heel is begun. Suc- 
cessive needles, of those set for action, 
one on each side of the cylinder, are 
then thrown out of action until tne rar- 
rowing of the heel is completed, when the 
machine reverses and, needle by needle, 
on each aide of the cylinder, suceessive 
needles are brought into use until the 
widening of the heel is completed, when 
the machine automatically cuts out the 
re-enforcing or splicing thread and changes 
from the reciprocating. tn the circular 
knitting without the /ntertention of the 
operator, knits the fect of the stocking 
and then stops as before for the piecing in 
ef the re-enforcing cr _ splicing thread 
while knitting the toe. The same opera- 
tion as above described is carried on until 
the toe is completed and the necessary 
number of courses are knit to enable the 
looping to be subsequently performed. But 
two stgps are made in the knitting of the 
stocking, so that the machine is nearly 
automatic in its operation. 

Children’s hose or men’s half hose can 
he made with equal facility on this ma- 
chine, or it can be used to foot rib-tops 
on another machine. The machines can 
also be used for making ladies’ hosc.

The Controversy Between Governor 
Bullock and Colonel Buck 


Colonel Buck Replies to the Governor’s 
Letter—Republican Newspapers 
on the Matters at Issue. 


Colonel Buck comes back at Governor 
Bullock and resents the insinuations that 
self-respecting white republicans are kept 
out of that party by the fear, or the 
actuality, of negro domination. 

The lively little controversy that has 
been going on between these two eminent 


’ Hayes in 1887 drove out many others, 


republicans has been watched with a good 
deal of interest by the people of Atlanta 
and in the state in general. It seems to 
have created a good deal of comment in 
republican circles and the few newspapers 
which advocate republichnism ere dis- 
cussing it. 

The prominence of these gentlemen as 
citizens and as members of the republi- 
can party makes their controversy a part 
of current political history. It is a well- 
known fact that they have widely diverg- 
ent ideas on the subject of party manage- 
ment—in’ other words, that they do not 
dwell together in the unity enjoined upon 
brethren by the scriptures. There is a good 
deal, therefore, to be read between the 
lines of their letters. 

Colonel Buck’s Rejoinder. 

Colonel Buck’s reply to Governor Bul- 
lock’s letter is as follows: 


“Editor Constitution: Thanking Gover- 
nor Bullock for his disclaimer in his letter 
in Monday’s Constitution, as to any refer- 
ence to me in his former letter, and fully 
appreciating the personal Kindly spirit 
in Which he reasser®&, as a whole, and 
specifies in part, what, in my recent in- 
terview, i made refutation of, it is hardly 
necessary for me again to refer to more 
than a few points made by him. 

“While I am not displeased that the 
governor should make reference tO my 
military record, which he ciaims to have 
seen in print, I must be allowed to Say, 
however, that though I may have com- 
manded a colored regiment of federal 
troops in the latter parc of the war, lI 
was never charged with cowardice in face 
of the enemy, or deserting my command. 
It is possible that the governor makes 
reference to my having had such command 
with a view to illustrate his argument in 
showing why ‘seif-respecting’ white men 
do not and should nc* act with the re- 
publican organization in the state. If he 
means to convey the idea that there is or 
has been any purpose on the part of that 
organization in this state to put the negro 
on top, or that it has failed or does fail 
to do all practicable to bring in self-re- 
specting white men, then I take issue 
with him. All possible has been done to 
bring all who believe in republican princi- 
ples in party affiliation, which has to a 
large degree been defeated by the false cry 
of negro domination and by the so-called 
national republicans standing aloof and 
slurring at ‘self-respecting’ republicans 
who have been and still are active in the 
party. There has not been a-time when 
additional white men, believing in repub- 


-lican principles, would not have been wel- 


comed into the republican ranks and could 
not have had power and influence in the 
party and largelw the control, had they had 
the courage of their convictions and taken 
active interest. in party management. 
‘That a majority of republicans are col- 
ored is not their fault. When the crash 
came in 1871 and a large element of white 
peopie abandoned the pamy and, when 
the 
colored people, true to the party, were 
left in a large majority; but as a class, 
they never have wanted to control and, 
so far as they may have bee: a controlling 
force in numbers, it has been only be- 
cause of the desertion of white men from 
the ranks. Why should ‘self-respecting’ 
republicans refuse to act with the party, 
because, perforce of circumatances, the 
majority of it is colored. Am I and other 
‘self-respecting’ persons, still standing by 
and with the party organization, to desert 
it, because forsooth, a great many others 
have? Must I sink my convictions and 
advocacy of my principles because of the

dared stand by what 
right?* As long as the colored man has 
the ballot and remains republican there 
can be no distinctive white man’s repnubli- 
can party or colored man’s republican par- 
ty, however much some persons may de- 
sire the one or the other. 

“With reference to Mr. Norcross, in this 
connection, the governor, when he states 
that it is within my knowledge that the 
most earnest and persistent political ef- 
fort of that gentleman has been to or- 
ganize a white republican party in this 
state, does not seem to remember that the 
last active political work done by him was 
in 1884, when he became a candidate of the 
republican orgdnization of tle state for 
presidential elector at large, having be- 
fore that time repudiated the white man’s 
movement and that he has never gone 
back to it. 

“As to my sneering at the guvernor’s, or 
my own social environment, as he ‘puts it, 
nothing has been or is further from my 
thought and nothing in my late interview 
can be properly construed to express that 
meaning. | think that I «appreciate our 
social environment as highly as any one, 
even as much as the govert.or himself.
